"I was living and working In Nashville 
Tennessee at the time* I believe It 
was around October.

"Flying Saucers From Outer Spaoe 
about 8*30 p*m* 

"Suddenly I had the feeling I was being 
watched* This terrified me so I went 
outside to get away from It* There, 
direotly above the unit In which I 
lived was a vague sauoer-shape, about 
ten feet above the building* x didn't 
like the feeling and headed toward the 
highway. Two fellows were walking 
along the road* Just as I noticed thei 
our attention was drawn toward a bias¬ 
ing ball of light way down the road* 
This thing oame roaring along on top 
of the power lines whloh passed over¬ 
head leading toward the airport* We 
were Just about under those lines* 

"The two fellows said nothing but turn 
ed and ran like hell for the cover of 
a shed by the motel* I couldn't move* 
When the fireball got overhead It ex¬ 
ploded with a bang and all the lights 
In the motel and the neighborhood went 
out* "What was that ?" I exclaimed* 

But they didn't answer as we piaked 
our way around in the dark. The llghti 
didn't come on again for fifteen or 
twenty minutes* I didn't feol like 
reading any more about flying saucers 
that night."

These range from bright stars and 
auroral displays to reflections of 
ground light on the clouds and can be 
Identified as such by porsons with 
proper training, they said® 

The entry of any foreign body Into 
the earth's atmosphere today oan be 
readily detected by scientific lnstruv 
meats* It would be sighted first by 
radio-telescopes and by ordinary 
radar as it came closer to the earth, 
the scientists say. (Victoria Dally

The late Dr* H.P. Wilkins—a confirmed 
•saucer skeptic* until the morning of J 
June 11, 1954, travelling by air In 
U.S., sighted three unidentified aerial 
objects—"They looked exactly like 
polished metal plates reflecting sun¬ 
light." Dr® Wilkins subsequently stated 
"If flying sauoers are Bdld flat struc¬ 
tures, or closed containers, space-ships 
or even aircraft, it Is difficult to 
understand their apparent ability to 
hover and to attain speeds over 1000

31noe the public first began to receive' 
flying saucer reports from volunteer 
witnesses a few years ago, a good many 
thousand objects have been observed In 
the aides. These have taken the form 
of lights of various oolora, of tangi¬ 
ble vehicles described right down to 
their portholes with faces looking out, 
or of misty apparitions. They have 
boon seen standing still in the heavens 
travelling at low altitude at slow 
speeds, and zooming at tremendous 
heights and velocities up to that of 
light. They have been completely si¬ 
lent, they have 3wlshed gently, they 
have whistled with the speed of their 
passage or rung like bells. 

Their shapes have ranged from saucer- 
like, cigar-like, bullet-like and diso- 
like, to spherical, cloud-shaped, tear- 
droprshaped and indeterminate. 

They have been colored orange, yellow, 
silver, white, red, grey, blue and 
flame. 

They have been small enough to hold 
little men three feet In height, and 
large enough to hold a city office 
building. They fly singly and in 
groups. 

I!ADE TO PAD'S3 

Obviously, they all have at least one 
thing in common. They obligingly adapt 
themoelves to the taste and imaginative 
ability of the viewer. Soelng may not 
bo believing; but believing is oertaln- 
ly seeing. 

A number of books have been written on 
the subjeot of what have become known 
as unidentified flying objeots* That 
torm doesn't mean quite what it would 
seem to. 

Among the thousands of sightings which 
have been reported and laboriously 
checked by U.S. or Canadian Air Force 
authorities, a comparatively few have 
been found Impossible to identify. For 
want of an explanation* these were dub¬ 
bed UFOs, meaning it was not known what 
they were, if indeed they wore anything 
at alio 

That was all the UFO believers needed. 
Now every sighting that cannot be iden¬ 
tified as a plane, meteorological bal¬ 
loon, cloud shadow, searchlight reflec¬ 
tion, moon, star end all the innumera¬ 
ble things which excite people’s imagi¬ 
nation—that is, every UFO, io taken to 
be a flying saucer and its listing as 

a UFO by the authorities is taken as 
the.ir a«k«owiedgeme*vr -fhMr some sort of • 


It’s as logical as your saying: "I saw 
a woman downtown today but I don’t know 
-who she was." And someone’s answer: "Then 
obviously it was your Aunt Emma." 

A number of books have been written on 
the subject of UFOs, most of them in favcT 
Only a few have been written in contra¬ 
diction. Scientists as a olass are usu¬ 
ally busy with other things promising 
more achievement. Their attitude seemB to 
be that if you want to believe that every¬ 
body you don’t recognize is Aunt Emma, 
then it’s alright with them. Their 
attitude, in fact, is the exaot opposite 
of the man who said the other day that 
he’s going to believe he saw a flying 
sauoer until it’s proved otherwise. 

It’s not so exciting an attitude, of 
course, but it saves a lot of wear and 
tear on the credulity glands. 

One of the most ambitious books on sauoeri 
was written by an itinerant philosopher 
who retired to a cabin on a hill some¬ 
where in California. He had not only 
seen saucers, he had been taken aboard 
one. He saw one sauoer take off from a 
desert looation. But when he went back 
to get 3ome of the sand that had been 
fused hy the take-off Jets, somebody 
had removed it. Tough luok. 

He had also obtained a pleoe of the won¬ 
derful colored cloth which tho saucer 
people had worn. Unfortunately, this 
was stolen from him later on. Tragic. 

He knows that some of the saucer people 
are walking around amongst us today, are 
watching and waiting. Unfortunately they 
are unidentified walking objects—they 
resemble us so closely you can’t toll 
them from people. Another sauoer fan 
was convinced that the U3AF was hiding ^ 
valuable evldenoe of a sauoer landing. 

He demanded that they reveal all, but 
they took no notice. They should have, 
beoause he spoke with all the power and 
prestige of a newspaper editor. The mere 
fact that it wasn't a scientific paper, 
but a Journal devoted to the doings of 
stage and vaudeville folk should not 
have detracted from his case. 

That is one of the insidious things about 
the whole saucer-sighting business. The 
authorities are always getting stupen¬ 
dous information about UFOs and hiding 
it away in secret files. 

By now there must be whole basements full 
in Ottawa and Washington with irrefutable 
evidence of sightings, landings, photo¬ 
graphs, pieces of celestial doth, fused 
sand, fragments of metal never seen on 
earth, and other priceless treasures.

Around 5.30 pm. on October 23, 1959, 
three UFOs were sighted by K.L. Jenlclns 
and D.fi. Hiller, both of Bunker Hill, 
Indiana. Jenkins first saw them over a 
patch of timber shortly after he had 
left the east end of a field, heading 
wostr. At the west end, the disco dis¬ 
appeared. They were approx. 1 Dlle 
at their farthest point from JenklnB 
and a little ovor 4 mile at the olosest 
point. They weron ? t over 200 feet off- 
the ground. They were also seen by Kil¬ 
ler at the position marked 'A', when he 
noticed three bright lights in the west 
but paid little attention to them, 
thinking they were the exhausts of thro- 
Jots heading west* He did remark that 
the light was unusually bright, like th< 
reflection of the sun off a metallio 
surface. 


Jenlclns noticed the obvious dlso-shape 



at first and they appeared to be tilted 
upward (see diagram II). The middle

disc 3©eroed to bo either larger than 
the 2 outside dlsos or closer. The 
underside of the large disc appeared to 
be brighter than the top position. 

Tho two smaller dlsos had an all-over 
steady oolor, silvery appearance. 

Ab he watched them, the 3 objects 
(alternately back and forth) levelled 
off and lay flat and then tilted up to 
their original position. The dlsos 
appeared to hover, exoept the large disc 
moved closer at one point and then moved 
book towards tho west. None moved from 
their original positions to the north 
or south. There were no visible pro¬ 
trusions nor anything resembling land¬ 
ing gear. Surfaoes were smooth and no 
openings were visible. Jenkins was on 
a combine at the time and therefore 
oould not detect any noise from the 
dlsos beoause of the sound of his 
own motor* The sky was olear and the 
sun had Just gone below the horizon.

A strange aerial phenomena, seen over 
Idaho and In Wyoming about the lBt of 
February, I960 was seen also by Wm.

Joseph Whitney answers the question 
"Are flying sauoers an optiaal Illusion? 
in his newspaper oolumn MIRROR OF YOUR*- 
I-IIND. Dr. R.P. Youtz, Barnard College 
psychologist, believes that most unex¬ 
plained flying B&ucers are after-images 
whioh appear after looking at a bright 
objeot such as the sun or a flash bulb. 
He said eye-witness descriptions of 
flying saucers oould desorlbe after¬ 
image equally well. Size and speed of 
an after-image depend on Its dlstanoe; 
it will appear larger on a nearby wall 
than on far oloud, but its 

speed on the latter will outdistance 
a jet plane. (Vancouver Prov. July 6/60)

Leonard Stringfleld, Cincinnati's 
flying aauoer expert, believes the 
United States oould take the space 
spotlight away from Russia by opening 
up seoret files on unidentified fly¬ 
ing objeota,. 

"It oould be the start of oo-opera- 
tion among all governments of the 
world," he says* "If all governments 
would pool their Information on UFOs 
and work in unison on this It would 
help to ease world tensions," 
Stringfleld, advertia ing manager for 
DuBoia Chemicals, Ino*, believes the 
UFOs are from outer apace and that 
they are controlled by intelligent 
beings who are observing earth, 

"I don't believe there is any hostile 
intent," he said, "I believe they 
have been using planets in our solar 
system for bases, even the moon. 
Astronomers for years have observed 
shifting spots on the moon," 
Stringfleld said he believes U,S, Air 
Force seoret files contain evidence 
or "near evidenoe" that the objects 
are from outer space, but that offi¬ 
cials are afraid it would oause panlo 
if released., 

Foreign governments, too, have suah 
evidence, he said, but are keeping it 
oeoret for the same reason, 
Stringfleld, who heads Cincinnati's 
Unidentified Flying Object Society, 
became interested in unidentified 
flying objects in 1945 while in the 
Air Foroe, He said ho saw a forma¬ 
tion of them from a bomber, 

Slnoe then he has served as a spotter 
for the Air Fefenoe Command, publi¬ 
shed a magazine about the objects, 
and written a book on them,

That seems to be the accepted explana¬ 
tion for a cigar-shaped glowing object 
aeon in the northwest sky Wednesday 
about 9 p,m 0 Thle theory was advanced 
by a spokesman for the Dominion Astro- 
physical Observatory who said the phen¬ 
omena had been observed before and 
identified as a vapor trail from a 
high-flying Jet, It was visible for 
nearly four minutes before being obsour* 
ed by oloudET which'reached to the hori¬
